Refuge For Turkeys And Deer 
Established By State And U. S. 


NCLE SAM is cooperating 
U with Alabama in establishing 
a 2,200-acre refuge for bronze 
wild turkeys and whitetail deer. 
Located in Clarke County at a 
total cost of $40,000, it is the first 
attempt to do‘’something for Ala- 
bama big game. 

The tract of land is located 
eight miles south of Jackson and 
includes 1,300 acres of state lands 
plus 780 acres bought from indi- 
viduals. The Federal Government 
will donate $380,000 with State 
Conservation Department fur- 
nishing the remaining $10,000 
from sale of timber. 

After a strong wire fence has 
been erected around the entire 
area, a plot of 80 acres within the 
refuge’ is to be protected by an- 


Marketing Committee 
Is Formed 


N an effort to place more cash 

income in the hands of farm- 
ers a committee on standardiza- 
tion and marketing has been 
formed to help open up markets 
for new and old crops produced 
by Alabama farmers. The com- 
mittee is composed of State De- 
partment of Agriculture officials, 
State Extension Service workers, 
chain store executives, farmer 
representatives, shippers and bus- 
inessmen, 

The committee will aid Ala- 
bama farmers in selling more of 
their products in the state’s re- 
tail stores and will also help in 
standardizing and improving the 
products so that growers can com- 
pete successfully in out-of-state 
markets. 

Members of the committee are: 
Haygood Paterson, State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and In- 
dustries; P. O. Davis, director, 
Alabama Extension Service ; 
Alexander Nunn, managing edi- 
tor of The Progressive Farmer; 
James B. Hill, president of the 
Hill Grocery Company, a state- 
wide chain; Charles 8. Keller, di- 
rector of the Alabama Chain 
Store Council; John Ward, secre-- 
tary of the State Chamber of 
Commerce; Sam Teague, farm 
expert of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Company; Frank 
Earle, president of the Farmers 
Marketing Exchange Association, 
and R. BE. Cammack, state super- 
visor of rural education. An in- 
dependent retail store represent- 
ative will be appointed later with 
the advice of the State Retail 
Merchants Association. 


Fertilize Ponds 


HOSE farmers who haven’t 

yet fertilized their fish ponds 
should do so right away. April 
is the best time for the first ap- 
plication, however, 100 pounds of 
6-8-4 and 10 pounds of nitrate of 
soda per application should be 
repeated until the water becomes 
dark green. 

W. A. Ruffin recommends 
1000 pounds of 6-8-4 per year.

For the deer rearing project, 
state trappers will catch a certain 
number of deer in other parts of 
Alabama, place them within the 
area and encourage propagation. 
As young are produced, they are 
to be trapped and distributed 
throughout the state to depleted 
areas. 


Cities Need Rural 
Youth Migration 


HE migration of country 

youths to the city, widely re- 
garded as a regrettable develop- 
ment, is a necessity if the cities 
are not to die out. The American 
city population will decline about 
24 per cent each generation if the 
present birth and death rates 
continue, and if there is no mi- 
gration in from rural area. 

In contrast, the rural farm 
areas will increase about 86 per 
cent in each generation if the 
present birth and death rates con- 
tinue and the rural non-farm 
areas, including villages and dis- 
tant suburbs, will increase about 
16 per cent. Unless birth trends 
are radically altered, future in- 
creases in city and town popula- 
tion will entirely depend on mi- 
gration from rural regions, it is 
stated by the U. S. Bureau of

ARMERS can save 20 to 80 
per cent by feeding ground

Mr. Burns expects considerable 
emphasis to be placed on new 
economical milk coolers that are 
priced within reach of small 
dairymen who have one or two 
cans of milk to handle. 


-He Makes Brooms 


RADY G. CRAIG, Limestone 

County, is the owner-opera- 
tor of a unique one-man home in- 
dustry—broom making. 

Mr, Craig, who recently bought 
a farm through the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act, does all 
operations connected with his 
business. 
the ground, plants, cultivates and 
harvests the crop, then manufac- 
tures and sells his finished prod- 
uct—a homemade broom.” 

He plants broom corn, harvests 
it at about laying by time, strips 
the seed, and ties the straw to a 
handle. The entire cost of each 
broom, he says, is three cents— 
the cost of wire, handle, thread 
and nails. 

On two acres he grows enough 
broom corn for 800 brooms and 
sells the long brooms (with long 
straw) for 30 cents and the short 
brooms for 10 cents each.

Assist In Buying 
Purebred Bulls 


(By W. M. Brunson) 

The Wlba Chamber of Com- 
merce is trying to promote good 
livestock in Coffee County and 
they have definite plans for help- 
ing any worthy farmer who wish- 
es to get into the livestock busi- 
ness, 

The first thing they would like 
to do is to help in placing a good 
thoroughbred bull in each com- 
munity desiring one. Do you or 
your community need a thorough- 
bred white face bull, a black An- 
&us bull or a Jersey bull? If you 
do, then get in touch with us at 
once, 

These bulls should be placed 
over the county in such a way so 
every Tarmer will be in reach of 
one, They should not be more 
than 4 or 5 miles apart, We are 
glad to give you the suggested 
plan of securing one of these bulls. 
If you have sufficient cows for a 
bull of your own you will only 
need to contact a member of our 
committee, If your community 
needs a bull we would suggest 
that you get together and decide 
who will buy and keep the bull, 
decide how many will sign up to 
use the bull and decide the exact 
kind of bull you want. A repre- 
sentative of your committee 
should contact some member of 
our committee and the plans will 
be worked out, 

The Elba Chamber of Com- 
merce hopes to help you and your 
community by buying these bulls 
at the right price and then help 
you to pay for the bull, by se- 
curing financial help in the na- 
ture of a loan. If you are the 
one to buy the bull you can do so 
without a dollar of cash, You may 
give a mortgage on the bull and 
on enough other property to se- 
cure the money and it is planned 
to give you two years in which 
to pay for the bull. This plan 
will enable any farmer who wants 
one to buy exactly what he wants, 
We feel that it is a great oppor- 
tunity for the farmers of Coffee 
County. 

We suggest that you organize 
as many of your neighbors as pos- 
sible and send a representative to 
see us at once. It makes no dif- 
ference with us as to whether the 
community buys the bull: or one 
farmer, but we suggest that one 
farmer own and look after the 
bull, This will enable the far- 
mer to care for the animal and 
make such charges as he thinks 
best. We shall try to suggest a 
standard charge throughout the 
county for a breeding fee. 


We would like to place from 
two to ten bulls in each beat of 
the county and we would like to 
do so at once, Please see your 
neighbors and reach an _ under- 
standing at the earliest possible 
date, 

All those who are interested 
will please come to Elba Satur- 
day afternoon of this week and 
meet with us in the rear of the 
Elba Exchange Bank.

Munition factories over the 
Nation are busily turning out 
airplanes, tanks, guns, Five hun- 
dred farm families in Coffee 
County are giving daily atten- 
tion to buff colored baby chicks, 
dairy cows and hogs, Both are 
working toward a common end— 
National Defense. 

Within the past few days the 
families participating in this 
“Food For Defense Campaign,” 
all residents of FSA farms, have 
been supplied with between 45,000 
and 50,000 tested baby chicks, 

A trip made by the writer with 
W. L. McArthur, county project 
manager, to some of the homes 
where the program is in progress 
revealed the types of brooders be- 
ing employed and the method of 
caring for the biddies,

of-door type brooders built of 
strong wooden frame and wire 
mesh, 


ered and warmed from  under- 
neath by“a small kerosene lamp, 
The open air run is of the wire, 
all well elevated above ground, 
This is the type brooder most 
generally used and is made in the 
county at small cost. 


Mrs. KR, C. Baxley in Battens 
community, had 102 chicks in a 
small built-in brooder house, Her 
chicks were lusty looking Rhode 
Island Reds. 

Every one of the 500 farm fam- 
ilies will share in the chicken 
project, receiving from 50 to 100 
or more biddies, which are in ad- 
dition to the flock already on the 
yard, 

The feeding is begun with 
starter mash and progresses 
through growing mash, green 
feed, butter milk and other home 
grown foods, The utmost essen- 
tials are cleanliness and plenty of 
clean water. 

The chicks are obtained from 
local hatcheries and from the 
Pine Mountain Valley Farm in 
Georgia. They are mainly New 
Hampshire Reds, White Leghorns 
with a few Barred Rocks and 
Rhode Island Reds, 

It is estimated the growers 
will obtain from 35 to 40 iaying 
hens from every 100 grown to 
add to the home flock, Cocker- 
els will be sold as broilers or fry- 
ers and eggs will be placed on 
the market, 

In order to increase the quan- 
tity and quality of their dairy 
supplies for home consumption 
and sale, these families will pur- 
chase 300 extra milk cows. One 
hundred and fifty of them have 
already been bought and placed. 
Several families have begun sell- 
ing sour cream through the cream 
stations in the county and other 
Stations are planned as demand 
is increased. Surplus butter will 
be sold and the skimmed and but- 
ter milk will be used in feeding 
chickens, 

A third feature will be 120 pure 
breed Duroc and Poland China 
sows and gilts and 20 registered 
boars placed with farmers for fu- 
ture meat supply. All animals 
and poultry will be of pure breed 
stock and will be in addition to 
those already on the farm. 

The benefits to the farmer will 
be more food for his family, a di- 
versification of farm products for 
which there is a market and the 
launching of a livestock, dairy 
and poultry program in this sec- 
tion which will provide for any 
eventuality. 

In fact, it is a wider scope of 
the “live-at-home” program plan- 
ned to feed the farmer, his Nation 
and its friends.

Alto Brown and D. 
son, arrested last week on a 
charge of murder in connection 
with the death of Johnnie Hud- 
son, have been released from the 
Coffee County jail at Blba and 
charges against them have been 
withdrawn, Fred Brown, of Troy, 
whose car ran over the body of 
Hudson, was out on bond and 
charges against him have also 
been withdrawn, 

Johnnie Hudson was run over 
by an automobile Sunday night, 
May 4, on Pea Creek hill on the 
Troy-Elba highway and died a 
few minutes after reachiig a 
Troy hospital, Fred Brown, who 
was charged with manslaughter, 
stated that Hudson's body was 
lying on the road and that he 
could not stop his car in time to 
avoid running over it, 

State and county officers start- 
ed an immediate investigation of 
the fatal accident but have not 
been able to find any evidence of 
foul play, State toxicologists ex- 
humed Hudson's body Sunday for 
a thorough examination, After re- 
ceiving this report as well as re- 
ports of other officers, Solicitor 
J. <A. Huey ordered charges 
against all three men withdrawn, 

All investigations thus far in- 
dicate that the accident which 
cost the life of Hudson was un- 
avoidable, It will be remember- 
ed that Walter Mills met a simi- 
lar death many months ago on 
this hill within a few feet of 
where Hudson was killed.

BROADENING CHRISTIAN HORI 
ZONS: SAUL'S CONVERSION 
LESSON TEXT—Acts 9;1-16, 
i TEXT—I was not disobedient 
enly vision.—Acts 26:19. 


The conversion of Saul is recog- 
nized as one of the outstanding 
events in Bible history, When two 
brilliant English lawyers, Lord Lyt- 
tleton and Sir Gilbert West, set out 
to disprove the truth of Christianity, 
they selected the resurrection of 
Christ and the story of Paul's con. 
version as the focal points of their 
proof. Working independently, they 
then came together to compare 
notes, and found that they had both 
become Christians as they had be. 
come convinced of the truth of the 
Scriptures. 

The two events may well stand 
together as mighty evidence for 
Christianity, for only on the ground 
of regeneration can the change in 
Saul be accounted for, and only on 
the assurance that he met the risen 
Christ *on the Damascus road can 
we account for his conversion. This 
is a great lesson, let us make the 
very most of it, 


I, Saul, a Bold Persecutor (vv, 
1, 2). 

As our lesson opens we find the 
brilliant and zealous young Jew, 
Saul, “yet breathing out threaten. 
ings and slaughter against the dis. 
ciples of the Lord,’’ The persecu- 
tions in Jerusalem had practically 
wiped out the church in that city, 
but had scattered the disciples 
abroad, and thus the witness had 
been spread. The death of the godly 
Stephen, to which Saul had given 
his approval, had only increased his 
determination to destroy those who 
were “‘of the way" of Jesus. Looking 
for new ftelds to conquer, he car- 
ried with him to Damascus letters 
from the high priest at Jerusalem, 
giving him authority to imprison the 
followers of Christ. But on the way 
he met Christ Himself, and was 
stricken to the earth, 


II. Saul, a Convicted Sinner (vv. 
3-9). 

Stricken down by a brilliant heav- 
enly light, he finds himself talking 
to the Lord Jesus. He hears from 
His holy lips the solemn indictment 
of those who persecute God’s peo- 
ple—‘‘Why persecutest thou me?” 
He who lays unkind hands upon, or 
brings untrue accusation against, 
God’s children had best beware, for 
so closely is our Lord identified with 
His people that when they suffer, it 
is He who bears the hurt. 


In a single sentence the Lord dis- 
poses of the persecuting zeal and 
the sinful skepticism of this proud 
young Pharisee, and Saul enters into 
Damascus not as the haughty per- 
secutor, but as a man trembling and 
astonished, He spends three days 
shut in with his own soul and God, 
not seeing, not caring to eat, but 
entering into communion with God. 
By God's grace the old life is pulled 
up by the roots as it is displaced 
by the new life in Christ Jesus. 


II, Ananias, an Obedient Discl- 
ple (vv. 10-12). 


Ananias was the “I am here, 
Lord” type of Christian to whom the 
Lord could confidently commit His 
important business, All we know of 
him is what is contained in this 
chapter, but it is a very beautiful 
and enviable record. God is able 
to work directly on any human soul 
and accomplish His end (as He did 
with Saul on the Damascus road), 
but His usual manner of working is 
through faithful human agencies. 

One wonders how much would be 
accomplished for God if every Chris- 
tian were as willing and ready as 
was Ananias to do the Lord's bid- 
ding in seeking out and helping a 
struggling soul. 


The greatest of all Christian lead- 
ers, the apostle Paul, was led out 
into his life of loyalty and service 
to Christ by a humble layman. Re- 
peatedly God's Word by precept and 
example stresses the vital impor- 
tance of personal work on the part 
of laymen and women. The leaders 
of Christian work during the com- 
ing generation are now in the Sun- 
day school classes of our churches, 
perhaps in a little wayside chapel in 
the country, in the village church, 
in the mission or settlement house, 
or in the great city church. 

IV. Saul, a Chosen Witness (vy. 
15, 16). 


The fears of Ananias that Saul 
might still be a worker of evil (v. 
13) were soon overcome by God's 
assurance that in the praying Saul 
He had prepared for Himself “a 
chosen vessel" (vy. 15) to bear the 
gospel to the Gentiles and to kings, 
as well as to Israel. 

The great witness of Saul was to 
be accompanied by great suffering. 
How often the two go together, and 
both may be (as they were in Paul's 
life) for God’s glory. Saul knew 
nothing of that subtle hypocrisy 
known as being ‘‘a secret believer,” 
for at once he made open confes- 


sion of his faith in baptism, and; 


“straightway he preached Christ in 
the synagogues that he is the Son 
of God" (v. 20),

Three hundred thousand or 
the sets will be made, All cloth 
and yarn will be furnished by Red 
Cross headquarters, which is pro- 
viding a part wool flannel of ex 


cellent quality for the rompers, 
and a soft fleecy woolen fabric 
for the snow suits, 


Volunteers have been asked to 
make 200,000 layettes, each of 
which contains 2 dresses, 2 gowns, 
2 shirts, 2 pairs of stockings, 2 
flannel bands, 1 cap, 1 sacque or 
kimono, 2 wrapping blankets, and 
12 diapers. A fine quality heavy 
blanket material, and outing flan- 
nel which has been given a spe- 
cial “fire-proofing”’ treatment at 
the factory, are sent to the chap- 
ters for use in making these lay- 
ettes, 

Yarn for the sweaters comes 
in navy blue, medium blue, dark 
brown, light brown, medium green 
and maroon, A fabric with a 
high percentage of wool in a va- 
riety of weaves, patterns and col- 
ors has been recommended for 
the women’s and girls’ dresses, 
while for the skirts a material of 
a high wool content, 56 to 60 
inches wide, has been chosen. 
Sturdy, closely woven dress goods 
in pleasing colors, designs and 
patterns have been selected for 
the cotton dresses. 

LOCAL BOARD SHOULD BE 
GIVEN CHANGE OF ADDRESS 

Registrants under the Select- 
ive Service Act who move or oth- 
erwise change their address are 
under the obligation of notifying 
their local board immediately, ac- 
cording to Brigadier General Ben 
M. Smith, State Director of Se- 
lective Service, in a statement is- 
sued last Thursday, 

“Many registrants are changing 
their addresses without notifying 
their local board,’ General Smith 
said, ‘and as a result they are not 
receiving important notices from 
their local boards. When they 
fail to receive such notices, the 
law places the blame directly on 
the registrant, He must keep in 
touch with his local board at all 
times,” 

Clerks of local boards have 
been complaining, General Smith 
said, of notices sent to registrants 
which are returned by the Post- 
office Department because the 
mail carriers are unable to deliver 
them, Failure to carry out the 
provisions of the Selective Ser- 
vice Act, including failure to no- 
tify the local board of change of 
address, is punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, General Smith 
said. 


FORM FOR RELEASE 
LOAN COTTON REVISED 
Instructions have been changed 
so that cotton loan “equities” can 
be transferred by the person who 
makes the purchase from the pro- 
ducer, Previously, the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation Cotton 
Form R could not be transferred. 
Officials of the Corporation say 
that the purpose of the amend- 
ment to the cotton loan program 
is to facilitate the purchase of 
loan cotton from producers by lo- 
eal cotton buyers and its resale 
to cotton merchants who sell cot- 
ton- to mills in the United States 
and. abroad.
